Following ‘the Report of the 
Committee (set up by Mr.

by’a. prominent citizen of Gatooma} - 


interested in mining enterprises, 


and“ his" powers have since been 


tested by experts with remarkable 
results. 

Mr. Stone attributes his powers 
to the fact that his’ body contains 
“to, supercharge of . electricity,” 
which necessitates his constantly 
wearing thick rubber soles to his 
boots. ‘Some while ago:a series of 
experiments was conducted under 
the supervision of officials of the 
Government Geological Depart- 


ment.’ See : 
Buried Bags Of Gold. 

The. “electric man” was set to 
locate buried’ bags of gold.” Six 
bags, three containing granite and 
three containing soil’ in which were 
placed lumps of gold ore, were 
secreted with the tops of the begs 
open. Equipped with his usual, 
apparatus—a large ‘clock spring— 
Mr, Stone proceeded on his quest, 
and it is indisputable that the 
spring began to twist and oscillate 
violently as he passed over the 
bags containing the gold. 

As a further test, unknown to 
the diviner, the Head of the Geolo- 
gical Department buried a number 
of silver coins in various parts of 
the grounds, and Mr. Stone dis- 
covered all of these with one ex- 
ception. The undiscovered coin 
had been ‘placed beneath a flatten- 
ed match box, and Mr, Stone ex. 
plains his failure in this instance 
as being due to the wooden box 
acting as an insulator. 

A theory advanced by the ex- 
perts is that with his “super- 
charge of electricity,” Mr. Stone’s 
body contains’ the property 
possessed by ‘the electrical instru. 
ments used in modern methéds of 
mineral divining and thus estab. 
lishes definite electrical contact be- 
tween the hidden metal and’ the 
clock spring.

They landed, at the Calcutta 
aerodrome on July 1 with: only -#4 

. few drops of petrol left in the tank 
of thelr Gipsy Moth plane. 

They left Allahabad at 7.40 a.m. 
and arrived at Dum Dum at 3.25 
p.m, after one of.the worst “hops” 
they have yet experienced. Head- 
on winds reaching 40 -m.p.h., 
worried them, and from Gaya on- 
wards they had continually to 
dodge heavy rainstorms that pre- 
vented their fying higher than 200 
feet. : : 

Mr. Hook told the Statesman that 
when they started the flight from 
England, they had only just qualifi- 
ed for their pilot's licences, having 
flown solo for'no more than three 
and a half hours each, Mr. Hook, 
who is an Australian, was in Lon~ 
don-on business when he suggested 
the flight, to Mr. Matthews, who is 

. 4 ground engineer. The plan was 
that Mr. Hook should pilot and 

Mr, Matthews look after the 


machine, but the latter agreed algo}. 


to qualify for his pilot's Hcence, 
which, incidentally, Mr, Hook him- 
‘self had not yet obtained. _ Afte 
qualifying, they flew to Paris and 
back, and then took the machine to 
Sag Lane; where extra petrol tanks 
were fitted. On June 20, they left 
Lympne. 
» “Our object,” stated Mr, Hook, 
“was merely to‘ attempt’ a’ record 
flight for a light aeroplane’ carry- 
mg two teuple and an overload of 
. petrol. If we found we were doing 
» anything like Hinkler’s time, we 
agreed to try and break his record. 
At Karachi, we were actually half 
a day ahead of his time, but we 
Yost a day at Allahabad. How- 
evér, we were the first two people 
to reach Karachi from England in 
seven days in a heavily laden aero- 
plane of the Moth class: Our total 
load was about 2,000 tbs.” 

Trouble with the gravity petrol 
tank—the cause of the delay at 

‘ Allahabad—has dogged the avia- 
tors throughout, : ~~ 

. "A hundred miles south of 
Paris,” explained Mr. Hook, “thd 
tank burst and all. we could do was 
to land. The country was - the 
worst imaginable for the’ purpose, 
but after an hour's cruising we, had 
the good fortune to strike an aero- 
drome, which had been opened only 
the previous week. The fault te- 
haired, we went on to Lyons, stay- 
ed the night there, and on the 21at 
we made for Marseilles, whence we 
crossed to Catania, Cleily. -

Elcano, the alleged smuggler, 
According ‘to Major Gallardo, 
Liong boarded the s.s. Tanda ‘short- 
ly before noon yesterday and later 
left the ship to: confer with a cus- 
toms secret agent. Liong offered, to 
bribe the agent who was to effect 
the safe transfer of the prohibited 
drug from the ship to his automo- 
bile, which was to be waiting at 
Legaspi Landing. : 
The customs agent reported the 
matter to the secret service chief, 
He was instructed to comply with 
the request of the Chinese.

the.day.he was appointed chief in- 
vestigator of the appraisers divi~ 
sion, Mr, Carrillo’ conducted’ a 
thorough probe of his division in an 
éfort to ‘eed out undesirables, 

Upon ing informed of the re- 
cent order suspending Vicente Sa- 
lazar and Mariano Egula, two ex- 
Aminers of the textiles. section of 
the appraisers’ division, Mr, Carrillo 
spoke on’ unusual developments 
Which followed~ his investigation of 
his division.’ The two examiners 
Jast Saturday were given 48 hours 
in which to answer charges filed 
against them, in which. it was 
alleged that they connived with local 
importers to defraud the Govern- 
ment of Its Inwful revenues. : 

According to Mr. Carrillo, un- 
Dlensant inefdents have resulted 
from his investigation of his divis 
sion. He pointed -“out that’ other
